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REPORT OF FROST FREE LIBRARY 


The annual meeting of the Trustees of the Frost Free

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 





To the president and trustees of the Frost Free Li- 
brary, the librarian submits the following report for the 
year ending October 20, 1934. a 

The library has been open 106 times with a total cir- 
culation of 8,024 books, 5,025 of which were adult fiction, 
2,011 juvenile fiction, 570 adult non-fiction and 418 
juvenile non-fiction. 

The total circulation of magazines was 7,076. 

The “Red Book” and the “Reader’s Digest” are two of 
the new magazines to which the library has subscribed. 
They are exceptionally popular. The “Reader’s Digest” 
is especially appropriate as it answers the students’ need 
for “magazine reports.” 

The other magazines to which the library subscribed 
are “Play Mate,” a magazine for young folks, which has 
‘proved a favorite, and the “American Girls,” a splendid 
magazine for the older girls. The “Christian Herald,” and 


ate 


“Hunting and Fishing” are two new members of our 
magazine family, and are donated by Miss Ruth Hemen- 
way and Mr. Harry Bemis respectively. 

The others who have faithfully continued to give the 
same magazines as last year are Mrs. Grace Thatcher, 
Mrs. Abbie Landry, and “Bobby” Davis. Miss Gertrude 
Johnson also donated several magazines. 


I feel that those who give magazines regularly should 
be especially praised for their thoughtfulness and co- 
operative spirit in donating them each month. 

From the spendid increase (over 1,500) in magazine 
circulation it can readily be seen that magazines are 
thoroughly appreciated. 

Two hundred and seventeen new books have been 
added during the past year —131 were purchased from 
the library fund, the other 86 were gifts — 45 from Ralph 
and Russell Bissell, 29 from Mrs. Dillingham, 2 from Miss 
M. J. Faulkner, Keene, 1 from Miss Kathryn Frasier, 
3 from Miss Ruth Hemenway, 3 from Mrs. Annie Woods, 
and 3 from Evander Smith. 

We are grateful to those who generously give books to 
our library, and thereby make it possible for the readers 
to enjoy a greater variety. Many, many thanks to each 
and everyone who has helped in any way to make the 
library a more interesting part of our lives. 

Last February, with the assistance of a C. W. A. worker, 
who was with us for two weeks, we changed the arrange- 
ment of the books, tables and magazines. Every book 
was taken from the shelves, dusted and completely re- 
arranged. The juvenile shelves are the only ones that 
retain their original place. 

The magazines are now found on the shelves where the 
case of curios used to be, and a new cabinet has been built 
to hold and display the contents to a better advantage. 

Two drop lights were added which make the library 
much brighter. A larger table has been used for a read- 
ing table which is a decided improvement over the old 
one. 
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On the whole we feel that the appearance of the library 
is very much improved and we are glad to know that 
those who patronize the library agree with us. 

I wish that each one who comes to the library would 
feel that it is his or her library (for you know the library 
was a gift to the people of Marlboro) and if each person 
takes a real interest and co-operates in making it his or 
her library, I am sure it can be one of the cosiest and best 
loved libraries in the state. Let us feel that our library 
is not merely a building from which to take books, but 
a living library wherein dwell co-operation, mutual in- 
terest, friendliness and understanding. In short, let us 
make our library the very best library. 

On June 7, 1934, a very successful district meeting of 
librarians was held in the Frost Free Library. Eight 
libraries were represented by librarians and trustees, with 
a total attendance of twenty-four.

Miss Elizabeth H. Carriel, R. N., of the State 
Board of Health, had charge of the clinic, assisted by 
Mrs. Edgar Robinson, R. N., and Mrs. Rose Lang, weigh- 
ing and measuring; Miss Ruth Hemenway, R. N. president 
of the Nursing Association, as historian and Della A. 
Robbins, R. N. as clerk. Mrs. Charles Ring, Miss Madolyn 
Clark, Mrs. Gladys Beauregard, R. N., and Miss Cora 
Lambert helped mothers with the children. Mrs. Della

Metropolitan Achievement Tests, Form A and Form B, 
were given; one at mid-year and one in June. 

The Standard Graduation examination for elementary 
schools Form E was given to the eighth grade. 

The pupils with very few exceptions maintained eredit- 
able standing in their respective grades thereby confirm- 
ing our classification of pupils as standard and normal. 

Due to the withdrawal of federal aid for hot lunches, - 
milk lunches have been maintained through the co-opera- 
tion of the home. But state and federal aid has enabled 
us to furnish milk to the needy children during the 
present year, about 500 one-half pint bottles per month. 

This has been promised until June 1. 

The following substantial repairs have been made dur- 
ing the present school year: school house painted, the 
floor timbers strengthened, metal ceiling installed in the 
hallways, new floor laid in lower hall, and new sheathing 
placed along the stairways. 

At present, the desks in all rooms are in fair condition 
except the main room of the high school. These desks 
are antiquated and in very poor condition. 

I recommend a generous appropriation be made to 
remedy this condition. 

There has been but one change in our teaching corps 
the present year, Miss Kleanor Harris, instructor of 
English in our high school for five years, resigned to 
accept a similar position in the Keene High School. Miss 
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Margaret Parker of Keene, a graduate of Boston Univer- 
sity, was elected to the position. 

In eonelusion, I wish to thank the school board, 
teachers, parents and citizens for their co-operation and 
support.
